Up to the close of office 
urB today absolutely all tbe informa- 
n that our government had received 
the brilliant victory of Oommodore 


iwey and tbe winning of the battle of 
anila on May day came to the govern- 
ent through tbe medium of tbe preei 
ipatches. If the report is true tbat 
mmordore Dewey haB begun a bom' 
•dment and blockade of the city of 
anila, it is unlikely that he can spare 
vessel from his fleet to carry tbe news 
Hong Kong, tbe nearest cable station, 
it is not known when official advices 
11 come. 
There was some expectation that 
rough tbe surrender of *!»" city the 
tnmodore might acquire control of tbe 
}le, but even then there might be 
actical difucalties in communication 
rough it. The otilcers of Oommodore 
iwey'e fleet include at least one lieu- 
lent, who ia a good practical elec- 
cian and telegraph operator, but is Ii 
t known poiUUaly that ho i« able to 
ork a cable successfully.

OHICAOO, May 2.— The rate to be 


made by the railroads for the transport- 
ation of troops during the war with 
Spain will be 1 csnt per mile.

nel John Hay, ie overjoyed at this dem- 
onstration of the proweai of the Ameri- 
can navy, remarking concerning Com- 
modore Dawey, who it a pereonal friend 
of the Ambaeeadpr: 


"It is bard to imagine BO quiet and 


amiable a gentleman coutroltinR a fierce 
naval battle. U in these quite, gentle- 
manly American1! however, who may 
be depended npon to nrprbe the world 
when the opportunity for making his- 
tory comes to the Hue of doty." 


Lieutenant Oolwell, the United States 


naval attache, declared the result waa 
merely what he expected. 


The hotel bulletins are surrounded 


with eothueiaetio Americana, many of 
tburn diBplaying miniature flaga in their 
bnttouholee. 


Many British naval ofbcera have ex- 


pressed the warmest admiration for the 
work of tbe American lleet. Intorna- 
tioual courtesy, however, debarred the 
high ollicials from commenting upon 
thu result. 


All the information obtainable con- 


cerning the Spanish force of auxiliary 
cruisers, in regard to which vague re- 
ports have emanated 
from Madrid, 


tends to show that it has been over esti- 
mated. The host two ships, tbe Colum- 
bia and tho Noriuannia, formerly of the 
Hamburg-American line, are yet UH- 
armtd, and it ia believed they will be 
nimble to secure armament. 


The chief factor of tho remainder of 


the Spanish force of auxiliary cruisers 
consists in the six steamers belonging to 
tbe Barcelona Trane Atlantic Steatnehip 
company. They ate fairly well armed, 
but have been scattered. Two of them 
are with tbe Cape Verde squadron ao 
transport; one IB convoying tbe torpedo 
flotilla; another, It is said, is at Santi- 
ago de Cuba, and two are at Cadiz. 


LONDON, May 2.—The queution no to 


whether British sympathy ie really with 
America IB still agitation those who are 
chiefly Interested in establishing an un- 
derstanding between the two nations.
